GOT A LIFT. 


Operator J. F. Sullivan Promoted 


for His Good Work m the 


Face-Taylor Tragedy. 


J. F. Sullivan has just been promoted 


from the position of telegraph operator, 
at the town of Clinton north of Decatur, 
to a more lucrative place at Champaign, 
and he owes his advancement to his 
newspaper instinct. It was through 
the enterprise of Sullivan that the 
world was able to read the Pace-Taylor 
tragedy at Weldon the Sunday morning 
following its occurrence. Operator Sul- 
livan was sitting at his table in the Clin- 
ton office the fatal Saturday night 
receiving messages, and one of a pri- 
vate nature came to a Clinton friend 
of Dr. Taylor, stating that he had 
just been murdered by Postmaster Pace. 
The true newspaper instinct, which 
has made men famous before now, soon 
aroused Sullivan; he hurried out to get 
some one to take his place at the key, 
and a few minutes later ho was "pump- 
ing" a handcar in the direction of Wel- 
don. 
"Pumping" handcars was a new 


employment for him, but he worked 
away energetically and landed himself 
in Weldon on good time. He worked 
like a trooper, getting the facts together, 
then wrote out the story and ticked it 
away with his own hard to all the load- 
ing newspapers. He is said to have 
cleared up something ovor $50 for the 
night's work and gave the world a good 
account of the tragedy, something it 
would not have had till Monday morn- 
ing, perhaps, had it not been for him 
and his instinct.

It is not generally known, but it i» a 


-fact, that all of the cows of America 
conld not produce enough butter to 
supply the amount which is consumed 
in the states cast of the Mississippi 
river. 
The government has issued 


nearly a hundred patents for various 
methods of making artificial butter. 
The first imitation of butter was pat- 
ented in 1S7S; and the subject was 
gravely discussed from a scientific anrt 
hygienic standpoint. The commission- 
er of patents doubted his constitution- 
al right to issue a patent for the imita- 
tion of butter. He recalled the fact 
that, among other things, the constitu- 
tion wan formed "for the general wel- 
fare;" and it was questioned whether 
it would be for "the general welfare" to 
issue a patent for the manufacture of 
an Erticle of food of such universal use; 
a patent under which dangerous and 
unwholesome compounds might be 
made by unscrupulous persons. Theie 
was at that time, of course, no>-oleo- 
margarine law. and the commissioner 
debated long before granting a patent. 
Since then there have been nearly a 
thousand applications for patents, and 
nearly a hundred have been grantee'. 
Some of the ablest chemists in the land 
are to-day engaged in experimenting 
with the analysis of butter and the 
manufacture of imitations. Kach of 
them is struggling to discover some 
compounds -union will produce good 
butter at less cost than the butterinci 
iiow on the market. 


A Frenchman named nippolyte Megc, 


who was engaged in ex|>eriments for 
the preservation of butter, so that it 
would keep fresh during long sea voy- 
nges. was the original discoverer of 
a process for making artificial butter: 
and to him the first patent was granted. 
lie had no intention of reaching the 
result which he achieved. His discov- 
ery, however, created a great sensation 
at that time, as such a thing as produc- 
ing butter from anything but milk had 
ne\ er before been heard of. Butold Mege 
took animal oil and the animal tissues 


a combination 


which i» cheqfper than when pmP 1^t" 
ter is solely used. Very often extract* 
of animal fats are used, but when prop- 
erly prepared are said to be entirely 
unobjectionable from a hygienic sttrtM- 
point. The fact of the matter is that 
these prepared butters are so much like 
thi! genuine article in appearance that 
it if, difficult to distinguish the differ- 
ence, and 1 imagine that the majority 
of people who eat oleomargarine do so 
under the impression that they areeatr 
ing- butter made cnt;rely from f he milk 
of the cow. 


There Is no harm done except when 


the manufacture is dishonest, but in 
these da>s the adulteration of food is 
carried to such an extent that it ia im- 
possible, even uith a large purse, tfl

of a cow's udder,and by a rather com- 
plicated chemical process produced (m 
articlcwhich was pronounced to lie but- 
ter, and fully as good as* the article 
made in the usual way. A nuui by the 
name of Paroffe about the same U nil- 
made butter by a somewhat similar 
process, and a great deal of the butter 
was used. It cost considerable to make 
it, and, of course, it soon gave way in 
the markets for butterines of later in- 
vention, which are produced for less 
than half of the cost of genuine butter. 
There is now no oleomargarine of Un- 
original brand to be found in the mar- 
ket*. The later inventions are not bet- 
ter. 
They'could not be better, fur 


Mege's article was practically as good 
and pure as any imitation could be. 


Butter is one of the necessities o' 


modern existence. It is called for by 
the children of the poor, as well ns by 
the children of the rich. Of course, 
only the da'.ry product is absolutely 
pure butter. But the inveiithe spirit 
of the age, aided by scientific skill, hns 
produced a butter substitute for tie 
very poor people of our cities. Un- 
doubtedly the coloring materials used 
are not beneficial, and the lighter col- 
ored butterines are regarded as the 
best. For that matter, though, color- 
ing- matter is used in the higher grades 
of butter, as well as in the butterines. 
vThe costly product of Meges was first 
net aside "in the markets by an article 
•patented in 1874 by a man^naroed John 
Hobbs, who mode an imitation but- 
ter by mixing with good butter a cer- 
tain proportion of the oily part of suet 
and milk. 


A substance was produced which wan 


•omewhat in the nature of cottage 
cheese, only on account of the butter 
mixed with it, it was much richer. The 
proportion of butter was one-half to 
one-third. The article attracted much 
attention, and a great deal of opposi- 
tion to ita manufacture and sale waa 
manifested by chemists, health officers 
and daily newspapers. 
Many columns 


of editorial matter were written and 
printed pro and con. so that theinventor 
received thousands of dollars' worth of 
free advertising. Bills were introduced 
in various state legislatures, restrict- 
ing or prohibiting the use or sale of 
oleomargarine. Out when the teat case* 
were brought before the courts it was 
demonstrated that the materials used 
were not in themselves injurious, and 
that tbe inventor was secure in the pos- 
session of his patent. The manufacture 
and aale continued and other inventions 
followed, so that cheap "butter" came 
to be available for those who are unable 
to buy the pure product of the cow and 
the churn. 
- 


One of the examiners at the patent 


office aays that the principal feature* 
of all bntterinea to milk in some form. 
•Thla preparation of milk is mixed with 


eseapp using them in some measure. 
The only way to do, I think, is to trust 
that we will be sa\ed from such risks, 
just as we do in the case of risks of 
travel und the other misfortunes which 
arc likely to befall us all. 


Tne small farmers and dairymen of 


the western states, even under existing 
laws, complain to their senators and 
representathes that the artificial but^ 
ter is sold in small packages by retail 
dealers in country stores at such low 
prices that they ha\e almost no mar- 
ket for their little surplus of genuine 
butter which formerly afforded rev- 
enue upon which they had long depend- 
ed as a part of the annual incomes of 
their farms and retail business ven- 
tures. In order to give these citizens 
some protection Senator Manderaon, 
of Nebraska, in the last congress intro- 
duced and urged the passage of a bill 
Which provided that "all oleomargarine 
shall be packed by the manufacturer m 
firkins, tubs or other packages of wood 
or tin, each containing not less than 
one pound, 
marked, 
stamped 
and 


branded as the commissioner of inter- 
mil reiemie shall prescribe; and all 
sales shall be in original 
stomped 


packages." The bill also provided for 
a tax of tw o cents per pound on all oleo- 
margarine manufactured and offered 
for sale. 
The bill was designed to raise revenue 


for the government from the enormous 
sides of oleomargarine, and also to 
uiuke it apparent to overy purchaser 
of an original package of one pound of 
the compound that he was buying 
oleomargarine, and not pure butter. It 
was expected that this measure would 
prevent the sale of ten-pound pack- 
iig-es of oleomargarine and the subse- 
quent retail of the compound in smalj- 
er packages without disclosing the 
character of the compound to the pur- 
chaser. In this way the retail dealer 
would be circumscribed in his efforts 
to sell the manufactured product under 
fnlse pretenses, and thereby the small 
dealer in pure butter would have an 
opportunity to get a better price for his 
prod uct. The bill did not become a law, 
but a similar bill will be introduced In 
the next congress, and pressed for pas- 
Mig-e. Senators and representatives are 
receiving letters from farmers and 
s-anll dairymen urging the enactment 
of such a law; and something may rea- 
sonably be expected from the next con- 
gress. 


Of course those farmers and small 


dairy-men who have access to the large 
markets need no protection of this na- 
ture. Their pure butter commands a 
good price, and there is great demand 
for it. But the farmer who only has 
butter for sale once a month knows 
uothing of the speculative character of 
the market, or else his product is so 
small annually that he eannot afford 
to rench out for the metropolitan mar- 
kets, and consequently he is brought 
into ruinous competition with the man- 
ufacturers of the article which is pat- 
ented, and 
wihich is produced so 


cheaply. 


The tax of two centu per pound would 


necessarily require the retailer of oleo- 
margarine to -raise th'e price of bis 
product; and that part of the bill meets 
with the objection that it compels poor 
people to pay more for what they are 
v tiling to buy and use instead of pure 
butter. Of course it would raise rev- 
enue for the government, but all of it 
would come out of the pockete of the 
jKjorer people. There is no objection, 
however, to the requirement that small 
packages shall be stamped and branded 
BO that the purchasers may know ex- , 
actly what they are getting. Under ' 
existing law, dealers con buy oleomar- . 
garine. properly branded, in ten-pound I 
packages, and retail pounds and half I 
pounds without informing customers ' 
that it is not pure butter. The large 
manufacturers of oleomargarine, how- 
ever, are likely to employ expert lob- 
byists to prevent the passage of the bill 
if they can do so.
